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“ From the observations made in 1848, and one by Professor Challis, on 
June 22, 1849,— allowing for the perturbations caused by the Earth , Mars , 
Jupiter, and Saturn ,— I have obtained the following set of elements for the 
instantaneous ellipse at the epoch.

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“ In calculating the ephemeris, the ellipse was assumed to be invariable. The 
calculated places have been corrected for aberration, and are referred to the 
apparent equinox.” 
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
